THE SLUMP IN PRICES. 
_--o- --— 


It will be interesting to note te what extent 
the slump in prices at the Dublin Cattle Market 
yesterday is reflected by the retail price of beef. 

To the average housewife the “ cost, of living” 
figures recen and very much dis- 
cussed in connection with the postal strike, are 
simply a delusion and a snare. She cannot | 
reconcile them with what she has to pay for 
the necessaries of life, forgetting, or maybe un- 
aware of, the fact that the figures are simply 
an average for the whole of Southern Ireland. 
This, of course, includes rural areas where cer- 
tain com ities are much chegper than in the 
chief towns or cities, more especially in Dublin, 
which has the reputation of being one of the 
most expensive places in which to live. 

The irony of the situation is that. the farmer, 
whether he finishes cattle and sheep for the 
hlock or produces grain, roots or potatoes, is 
not getting a fair share of the prices paid by 
consumers. What the farmer chiefly has to 
complain of is the fact that he is often blamed 
for the sins of those who profit by his labours 
at the expense of the general public. 

The point is one that need not be laboured. 
Everyone who thinks of present-day conditions 
is aware of the fact. lt is, therefore, only fair 
that the public should understand the position 
of the farmer. His expenses have not fallen in 
proportion to the drop in the prices of agrieul- 
tural produce. Rates and taxes are pretty much 
as they were a couple of years ago, when the ! aois tee 
Government of the day thought nothing too f the day, and 
good for the man who increased the production even : Fea Fe 
of home-grown food.

Among the factors which affect the prosperity 
of the farmer one of the most important is that 
of labour. During the war agricultural wages 
were raised to a level that would equal the cost 
of living then prevailing.

Farmers there are eo badly hit by the fall in 
prices and the imerease m foreign competition 
that a demand is being made to have the rate 
reduced to 25s. for a SO-hour week. it is 
claimed that only in this way can the position 
of British farmers be assured. In other employ- 
ments war time wages are being reduced, but 
owing to the persistently high retail rates pre- 
vailing for everything the transition period pre- 
sents many difficulties. In most ocecupations the 
number of working hours is shorter than it was 
in 1914. and not only does the total output 
suffer. but likewise the output per hour. If 
that: were increased conditiens would uh- 
doubtedly improve, and such matters as high 
freights would speedily right themselves.

‘not to be altered mereky to suit popular 
taste.

CHARGE AGAINST AN ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY, 


John O'Connor, a former Assistant Secretary 
of the Irish Tramsport and General Workers’ 
Union, was. at Dublin Police Court yesterday, 
returned for trial on bail on a charge of fail- 
ing to account for two sums of money, amount- 
ing to £427 lls. ld. 

The summons was brought at the instance of 
Alderman William O'Brien, M.P., Treasurer of 
the Union, against the defendant, who is serv- 
ing in the national Army. 

Mr. Maguire (instructed by Messrs. J. 
O'Connor and Co.), who prosecuted, said tha 
the deficit in the accounts occurred between 
July, 1920, and March, 1922. 

On the 13th July, 1920, defendant was placed 
in control of the funds of the organisation, and 
a large amount passed through his hands. Ac- 
cording to the rules of the Union 25 per cent. 
of the receipts shonld be retained for local pup- 
poses, and 75 per cent. forwarded to the head 
office for the general funds account, and the 
latter should be lodged in the Hibernian Bank. 
The amount mentioned in the summons had 
disappeared, and if a mistake had occurred 
there would be an excess amount in the bank, 
but it was not there. Following an investiga- 
fion of the accounts. the defendant was 
suspended. 

Alderman O’Brien observed in the course of 
his evidence (which bore out Mr. Maguire's 
statement) that the defendant had been given 
sole contro! of the local funds of the branch, 
a: there had been dissatisfaction about the pre- 
vious condition of the accounts. 

Replying to My Drennan (who appeared for 
the defendant), witnese said that a clerk in 
the office under the defendant had the handling 
of some of the money. Defendant took excep- 
tion to the balance sheet for 1921, and asked ‘or 
an inquiry. He had then control of the funds. 

Mr. Drennan applied for an adjournment of 
the hearing of the case on the ground that he 
had only juet received his instructions. 

Mr. Maguire opposed an adjournment, 
was refused. 

Mr. Drennan then retired frofn the case, and 
the defendant was allowed to conduct the de- 
fence himself. Having intimated that he did 
not know anything about the case until he 
arrived from the country he proceeded to crose- 
examine Alderman ©’Brien, who said that he 
did not know that cheques had been made pay- 
able to others while he (defendant) was re- 
sponsible for the funds. 

The defendant alleged that he had no pro- 
tection, and that there was animosity againet 
him because he joined the Army, 

Mr. William O’Brien Hishon, accountant, de- 
posed to his having audited the Union accounts 
end discovered the deficit.

the main lines of the Government s policy 
were marred by a.lack of consistency and 
were not caleulated to male for industrial 
peace. Special chapters ate given to dis- 
cussions of the Government s policy on the 
coal industry, railways, agriculture and 
unemployment. All these chapters are 
fully documented and contain most valu- 
able material for the study of present-day 
economic problems. 

The third part of the book, which con- 
tains the author's own suggestions for the 
solution of the labour problem, is the 
constructive and most interesting part of 
the volume. Sir Lynden Macassey-— 
rightly in our opinion—lays stress upon 
the psychological aspect of the labour 
question and insists that the problem 
never can be solved satisfactorily until the 
workingman’s point of view is sympathe- 
tically understood. The three greatest 
aspirations among the workers ave, accord- 
ing to the author, removal of the ever- 
present menace of unemployment, recogni- 
tion in industry of the worker’s human 
status, and distribution as of moral right 
of an equitable share of the product. 

Sir Lynden Macasséy is satisfied that 
there are no issues between employers 
and workers in regard to any of 
these aspirations which cannot fort 
the subject of fain, collective’ bargain- 
ing. The last chapters of, the book 
deal with the measures which are neces- 
sary to bring about the reform, as apart 
from the revolution, of industry, and con- 
tain meny valuable suggestions. The 
principles of labour policy which the 
author advocates are “in the direction of 
freedom, and, in its best sense, of indi- 
vidualism, looking rather to the develop 
ment in industry of co-operation than to 
strife and the use of power to settle diffi- 
culties and express the balance of 
economic forces, ' 

Sir Lynden Macassey confines his treat- 
ment of the problem strictly to conditions 
prevailing im Great Britain. While the 
labour problems in Great Britain and Ire- 
land present many points of similarity, 
they also present many points of contrast, 
and we are not satisfied that Sir Lynden 
Macassey’s suggestions would be in all 
eases suitable for Irish conditions. As we 
said above, the labour problem is largely 
psychological, and everybody knows that 
the psychologies of the British and of the 
Trish workingman are in many respects 
different. The Irishman is inclined to 
translate thought into action without much 
reflection and to follow every. policy, 
rightly or wrongly, to its extreme logical 
conclusion. That is why we are afraid 
that the ameiiorative policy suggested by 
Sir Lynden Macassey would net prove 
sufficient to meet the demands of Irish 
labour, if and when they become vocal. 

The whole tendency of labour literature 
in Treland since James Connolly has 
been in the direction of demanding a 
change of status of the worker, and we 
eannot help thinking that the sooner the 
Irish Government directs its attention to 
some measures of this kind the better it 
will be for the peace of the country. Co- 
operation im one form or another, the 
spread of small ownership im houses, land 
and the means of production, and the 
avoidance of direct conflicts between labour 
and capital are all measures which seem 
to point in the direction of imdustrial 

eace. We wish that we could have the 

mefit of the advice of such a sage and 

experienced counsellor as Sir Lynden 

Macassey in the drawing up of the labour 
and social policy of the Irish Free State.

TERMINUS 
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DUBLIN PORT AND DOCKS 
BOARD STATEMENT. 


At yesterday s meeting of Dublin Port and 
Docks Board; Mr. 17. J. O'Loughlin presiding, 
the Engineer reported that a reduction of 2d, 
per hour im the rate of wages had been agreed 
to between the Master Builders’ Association and 
the various tradesmen’é vnions, said agreement 
to be effective from the llth inst., and, follow- 
ing-the Board’s eustom, he recommended that 
a similar reduction be made in the wages of the 
Roard’s employés as from the 18th inst. 

The recommendation was agreed to. 

The Provisional Gevernment wrote with refer. 
ence to the grant in aid of construction works 
requesting to be informed when the grant of 
£10,000 would be expended, and stating that the 
question whether any grant could be made 
available for this purpose would require to be 
considered as part of the general problem of 
the relief of unemployment. 

The matter was referred to a committee of 
the whole board. 

Mr. Munden, T.C., asked leave to correct a 
misapprehension which was likely to arisq in 
reference to a statement which appeared in a 
technieal journal in regard to the site for a 
proposed central terminus for all the raiways 
running out of Dublin-—appearing in propaganda 
from the Organising Committee of “the 
Greater Dublin Reconstruction Movement.” He 
was wholly in favour of improving Dublin, as 
this Committee desired, but the statement had 
been made that “the ground to be covered by 
the proposed station is all in the possession of 
the Port and Docks Board, and is at present 
largely disused, and should be obtaimed at a 
very low capital cost.” As a matter of fact, 
said Mr. Munden, the Custom House site was 
very valuable. The site was not ' largely dis- 
used,” as stated, but at the moment contained 
eight million pounds worth of excisable goods, 
besides several million pounds worth of other 
goods, including stocks of paper for the news 
papers. It was quite a wrong impression that 
such property was value! “sa, and the Board 
made a profit of £9.000 last year. 

The Chairman agreed with Mr. Munden that 
such an impression was altogether erroneous. — 

Mr. James Moran (Chairman of the Organis- 
ing Committee) said that the statement referred 
te the “old deck,” which was disused and 


closed up.

a condition should be attached to each award 
in respect of factories, workshops, business pre. 
mises and private dwellinghouses so damaged 
or destroyed, providing for the re-instatement 
of such premises.”’ 

A letter was received from Mr. H. 0’'Friel re- 
signing his position as Chairman, and also his 
membership of the County Council.

Postal Peace. 

The strike of postal workers in Southern 
Ireland has come tó an end, Yesterday 
was the nineteenth day of this costly and 
calamitous interruption of tha national 
comhmunications, There were no pre 
liminary signs of settlement, and the 
citizens will read the good news this 
morning with equal pleasure and surprise, 


we gave them on Wednesday. They have 
accepted the terms which the Government 
offered to them on September 9th; and the 
settlement: was reached at a late hour 
idast night between: repregentatives of the 
Government and of the Postal Workers’ 
Union. The terms provide that the reduc- 
tion of wages which the Government de- 
| clared to be essential and inevitable shall 
begin immediately, but shall reach its 
full extent by ‘instalments. The first 
‘inistalment of ‘three-eighths of the total 
reduction will take effect from September 
ist. The remaining five-eighths of the 
reduction will be enforced at the beginning 
of December. We have expressed from 
the outset a very definite opinion on the 
merits of the strike. We have said that 
it was an unwise strike, which could not 
be successful, and that, once it was de- 
clared, the position taken by the Govern- 
ment was the only position which a 
responsible Government could take, Now 
the Government has won. Its firmness 
has increased its own prestige—a national 
asset of supreme importanc3 in the present 
crisis—and has conferred .& great benefit 
on all the country’s public and private 
interests. The Post Office ‘authorities 
deserve high credit for their brave effort 
to maintain a skeleton service during the 
last few weeks. It broke to some extent 
the weight of the blow which the strike 
inflicted. on .all departments of trade and 
industry. Having said so much, we do 
not intend to point the moral of this 
unhappy affair, The strikers are return- 
ing to work like sensible men and women. 
The discussion of past mistakes would 
keep alive feelings that could tend only 
to embatrass many urgent tasks of repara- 
tion, progress and reform. It now becomes 
the Government's the postal 
business—indeed, everybody's 
business—to ensure that no body of 
decent Irishmen shall blunder again into 
so grave an offence against the country’s 
welfare. The postal workers 
have made an indictment against the cost 
of living in Ireland, and particularly in

Dublin, which is endorsed in many of its 
details by the mass of public opinion, 
The Government, having vindicated its 
authority, ought to lose no time in investi- 
gating these causes of discontent. A sense 
of injustice among any large class of the 
people is a disturbing element in national 
affairs. If it is a false sense of injustice, 
the falsity ought to be exposed. If the 
grievance is well-founded, it ought to be 
remedied, We hope that the Provisional 
Government will not delay to institute an 
impartial inquiry into’ the whole question 
of the cost of living in Southern Ireland. 


The Turks’ Delay. 


The kaleidoscopic changes in the Neat 
Eastern situation bewilder the _ peace- 
loving man, One day he is informed 
that the complete agreement of the Allies 
has bamished the last fear of war with, 
the ‘Turks ;- on the «next “he learns that 
matters have taken a serious turn for 
the worse, and a day afterwards all again 
is for the best in the best of all possible 
worlds. To-day the political barometer 
seems to have falien heavily, Yesterday 
forecasts of Mustapha Kemal’s reply to 
the Allied Note indicated a peaceful end 
of all the excursions and alarums of the 
past few months. Now not only has the 
Turkish leader sent no reply to the Allies, 
but we are told that his forces are being 
massed at Ismid, as well as in the Chanak 
area, and that the danger of a conflict 
with the British troops is growing hoarly. 
In the circumstances speculation would be 
futile. News from Asia Minor is so un- 
trustworthy that nothing short of an official 
British statement can be believed, ‘There 
is no doubt, however, that Mustapha 
Kemal has not yet replied to the joint 
Allied Note of last Saturday, and that his 
answer to Sir Charles Harington’s reques: 
that he should withdraw his forces from the 
néutral zone was distinctly evasive. In view 
of these facts the British authorities are 
taking no risks, The 208th Squadron of 
the Royal Air Force, which is stationed 
at Ismailia, has been.sent to reinforce the 
267th Squadron at the scene of danger.

Sir. Charles Harington has overlooked 
nothing, and, if the Turks attack Con- 
stantinople, he will withdraw his troops to 
the Gallipoli Peninsula, in order to defend 
the Dardanelles. We hesitate to believe that 
Mustapha Kemal] will undertake an offen- 
sive against the forces of the British Em- 
pire, He knows now that without the 
firing of another shot he can gain most 
of the objects for which he went to war 
against the Greeks, whereas, if he involves 
himself in a war with Britain, all his 
hopes will be shattered. The interview, 
however, which has been given by his 
representative in Rome to the Tnbuna is 
not very encouraging, This gentleman 
declares that Mustapha Kemal will con- 
sent to attend a conference either in Asia 
Minor orin some Italian town, but that the 
Allies must be prepared to accept én toto 
the national ‘agreement of Angor& which 
was proclaimed in 1920, -The Turks will 
respect. the freedom and the neutrality of 
the Straits,» but Constantinople: must: be 
protected, as the Turkish people will not 
tolerate a Government under British guns. 
Hitherto nearly all the Turkish pronounce: 
‘ments seem to have been made under the 
delusion that Mustapha Kemal has de- 
feated not only the Greeks, but also the 
British _Empire..

She 
has taken no-aggressive action against the 
Turks and has gone. so far as to allow 
Mustapha Kemal to invade the nev‘ral 
zone without hindrance, This invasion in 
itself constituted a flagrant breach of the 
Armistice of October, 1918, and Britain 
would have been perfectly justified in re- 
pelling it by force. If the neutral zone 
had been on the Rhine instead of on the 
Straits, and if the invaders had been Ger- 
mans instead of Turks, one wonders: how 
the French Government would have acted. 
Mustapha: Kemal] has. no possible excuse 
now for aggression. His chief demands 
have been granted in advance, in spite of 
the .grave misgivings of the British people 
‘in regard to Adrianople and Eastern 
Thrace. The return of Constantinople has 
been guaranteed, and Turkey, alone . ong 
the former Central Powers, has :2n 
allowed to escape the penalty of her defeat 
in the Great War. If Mustapha Kemal 
is not a complete megalomaniac, he will 
realise that nothing more can be achieved. 
All the Allies have agreed that the 
freedom of the Straits must be inviolable. 
Britain has no other interest in holding 
Chanak, or even in occupying Constanti- 
nople; but.on tnis question she will yield 
neither to threats: nor to blandishments, 
for her Empire’s safety depends on it. 


Cancer Research. 


There is a sad irony at this moment 
in the appeal of medical science to the 
British Government. The Federation of 
Medical and Allied Services asks the 
Government to help the war against cancer 
with a grant of half a million pounds. 
Cancer is the most mysterious and most 
deadly scourge of our human flesh. 
During the year 1920 it killed more 
people in Great Britain than are killed 
in an average war; and this toll is annual 
and is not decreasing. It attacks the 
mature and healthy; it is responsible for 
25 per cent. of the deaths of persons over 
forty-five years of age. We might suppose 
that against such a terror civilised Govern- 
ménts would make haste to mobilise all 
their resources of science and money. The 
science, indeed, has mobilised itself, but 
it is sadly hampered by lack of funds. 
The Government is spending millions 
to-day in preparations to fight the Turk ; 
but it has not been able hitherto to find 
@ single million in aid of the fight against 
cancer. Perhaps, if Mustapha Kemal de- 
cides for peace, the Cabinet may be per- 
suaded to give the required half million, 
by way of thank-offering, to the Medical 
Federation. We should like to think that 
some day the Irish Free State, wealthy 
and immune from war, will set an example 
to the world in the endowment of medical 
research. There will be no lack of native 
genius and skill if the encouragement is 
forthcoming. The name of the President 
of the Pritish Federation of Medical and 
Allied Services—Sir Berkeley Moynihan— 
is as Irish as his fame is world-wide,

The Price of Gas. 


The Alliance and Dublin Gas Consumers’ 
Company has enjoyed a prosperous half- 
year. . Its sales have increased and there 
has been a reduction in the principal 
items of expenditure. As a result the Com- 
pany announces that a fall in the price of 
gas amounting to a penny per “ therm’’— 
or, im more intelligible language, about 
15 per cent.—will come into effect in De- 
cember. Dublin gas-consumers will wel- 
come the concession, adding it thankfully 
to the recent reductions in the prices of 
bread, ‘lamp oil and other domestic 
articles. Nevertheless, surgift amare 
aliquid. The price of Dublin’s gas, even 
when reduced by a penny per therm, still 
will be higher than the prices in nearly 
all other cities, and its quality, we may 
presume, will not cease to provoke serious 
criticism. This is an old complaint, but 
it continues to lack any plausible explana- 
tion. Why is gas twice as dear in Dublin 
as in Belfast? The problem is compli- 
eated by the fact, of which a Northern 
correspondent reminds us to-day, that the 
cost of the raw material, coal, is higher— 
for domestic purposes, at any rate—in 
Belfast than in Dublin. The more we 
study the problems oí the cost of living, 
the more mysterious they become. We 
hope that. when the two Irish Governments 
have completed their independent inquiries 
on the subject they will imitate the editor 
in “ Pickwick” by “combining their infor- 
mation.” 


SOUND OF EXPLOSIONS. 


ey 
EXPERIMENTAL STUDY. 


lt has frequently been noted that on the 
occasion of great explosions there are curious 
anomalies in the propagation of the sound. 
Usually there is a normal sone of audibility 
in the immediate. neighbourhood of the explo- 
sion; beyond this a zone of silence, where the 
sound is not heard, and again outside the sone 
of silence a second zone of audibility. It is re- 
markable that while an observer at, say, .50 
miles away may not hear an losion, an 
observer at 80 miles may hear it distinctly. 

These abnormalities are closely connected 
with the meteorological conditions, though the 
detailed relationship between them is not 
known. One theory is that the wind lifts the 
sound over an area and brings it down again 
many miles away. Another theory ascribes the 
zone of silence to the effect of the distribution 
of wind and temperature at high altitudes. 
The theoretical development of the problem is 
extremely complex, and so it has been decided 
to make an experimental study of the meteoro- 
logical conditions along with detailed observa- 
tions of the extent of the zone of silence, in 
_ hope of elucidating the relationship between 
them. 

The International Commission for the In- 
vestigation of the Upper Air appointed a sub- 
commission to consider the problem set out 
above, and the sub-commission has applied to 
various Ministries of War with a view to ob- 
taining their collaboration in the case of obliga- 
tory destruction of explosives. The first favour-

CANCER RESEARCH. 


PROPOSED STATE. AID. 


The Federation of Medical and Allied Services, 
of which Sir Berkeley Moynihan is President, 
has decided to urge the Government to allocate 
half a million pounds to cancer research. 

In moving a resolution to that effect, Mr. J. 
P. Lockhart-Mummery, F.R.C.8., said that the 
chief function of the State was to afford pro- 
tection, whether from enemies threatening itself 
or from dangers that imperilled the hves or 
liberty of its citizens. That this function ex- 
tended to the protection of citizens against 
disease had long been recognised, and in recent 
years much had been done, notably by com- 
pulsory notification of disease, by the provision 
of free medical attendance to the poorer classes, 
by the Factory Acts, and in many other ways. 
With regard to cancer, the State had, up to 
the present, done practically nothin 


man, and was accountable for an enormous 
number of deaths. The Registrar-General’s re- 
turns for 1920 showed 43,687 deaths in a popula- 
tion of 40 millions—or more than one r 
thousand. When it was remembered that 
cancer did not attack children, but, in fact, 
was almost exclusively confined to persons over 
middle age, one realised how alarming was the 
toll. 
It had been calculated, said Mr, Lockhart- 
Mummery, that cancer was the cause of death 
in 25 per cent. of persons over 45 years of 
age. is was serious from the point of view 
of the State, and agis ao As cancer was 
a disease that showed a preference for healthy 
individuals. It attack the worker rather 
than the drone, the strong rather than the 
weak, the useful rather than the useless. 

The time had an” come Sa SS a 
should help. A small percentage ents 
suffering > cancer could be cured á they 
sought medical aid soon enough, but the per- 
centage was much too small, and, unfortunately, 
the majority of patients sought aid too late. 
In his private practice, 68 per cent. of cases 
were incurable when first seen, and the hospital 
figures showed 83 per cent. of incurable cases. 
The obvious remedy was to find a method of 
prevention, but so far they had entirely failed 
even to suggest one. 

At present the only funds available for re- 
search had been contributed by a few erous 
individuals, but the sum so accumula was 
not nearly large enough. A Government grant 
of half a million of money—one-twelfth of what 
we spent 'in a single day not three years ago— 
would go far towards solving the problem.

LABOUR'S SUPPORT. 


Mr. Nicholas Phelan supported the motion.

BETTER TELEGRAPH FACILITIES. 


The Post Office last evening issued the follow- 
ing account of the position yesterday :'— 

“The Rink staff (Dublin) has been further 
increased by seven, of whom one was an estab- 
lished officer, resuming from leave, and one a 
temporary officer who had been on strike; the 
Amiens street telegraph staff has been in- 
creased by one, rs the Telephone Exchange 
staff by two.

“In the Ballinasloe district the number of 
pestmen on duty is 41; in Tullamore district 17 
postmen are on duty: at Abbeyleix all the in- 
door and outdoor officers have returned: at 
Portarlington head office three indoor and six 
outdoor officers are on duty, and in the rural 
distrint nine outdoor officers are on duty. 

“The total number of bacs desnatched from 
the Rink yesterday was 293. These included 
bags to 108 offices throughout Ireland, as well 
as despatches to Great Britain. 

“511 bags were received, being mails from 
Great Britain and from practically every county 
in Ireland. All mails reaching the Dublin sta- 
tions were brought to the Rink, and thousands 
of letters were delivered to callers at the Rink 
and at the branch offices.

RECOGNITION OF THE

The progress registered by Dail Eireann dur-

| tions. One of the saddest features in the pre- 


sent situation is the chastened spirit in which 
Ireland is entering upon her wheritance of free- 
dom.

The awkwardness of her" leaders-im regard to the 
Monarchy is, doubtless, attributavie to the 
temper of the hour. This temper is difficult to 
understand, and naturally imposes a strain 
upom British faith. It must, however, be 
remembered that only a short time ago Sinn 
Fein was 'vociferously Republican, and taat the 
allegiance now given to the Throne, qualified 
though 1 may seem, has, in fact, been rindi- 
cated im arms. 

Looking, therefore, beyond the difficulties in. 
separable from this period of transition, jt is” 
even permisstble to believe that the Crown, 
once recognised, will eventually win for rtselft 
im Ireland the proud position thai it occupies in 
every other part of the British Commenwealih. 
_ Evidence of new courage m the Irish Govern- 
ment is not only to be found in their vonduct 
of Parliamentary affairs: ‘The announcement 
that military courts are to be established 
indicates a firmer attitude in adminietra- 
tion. There is only one method of dealing 
with the existing situation. - Violence must be 
overborne by the strong arm. The time has 
come when hesitation, whether on the part of 
Minister, soldier, or citizen, 
treachery to the State.

GRAVE SITUATION. 

The Times, in the course of a leading article, 
says:— The situation in Constantinople must be 
one of the factors in the situation which 
the attention of Ministers. Our 
messages indicate how serious it may become, 
and how deeply it is disturbing the minds of 
the inhabitants. Suggestions, it will be seen, 
are reg openly made that the defence of the 
Straits by naval forces alone might prove to 
be impracticable. The experience of the last 
campaign is appealed to as evidence that naval 
gunfire cannot be relied upon to silence 
howitzers firing from behind hills such as exist 
on the Asiatic shore. 

Chanak, in particular, is named as a position 
from which a very few heavy guns might bar 
these narrow waters to merchant ships, and 
even to ships of war. To defend the Straits, 
and to defend Constantinople by military force, 
on the other hand, might ynquestionably in- 
volve a much more determined effort than the 
public has yet learned to contemplate. 

The sition of Thrace comes only next 
that of the Straits and of Cotistantinople as 
the cause of anxiety. In the Turkish statements 
and utterances the claim that the’ Nationalists 
must be allowed to cross into Europe in order 
to protect their brethren in Thrace from murder 
at the hands of the Greeks, is repeated with 
ominous insistence. The Greeks in that region 
are unquestionably demoralised, and we may 
soon hear that rival bands of Greeks, Turks, 
and Bulgarians are roving through it, killing 
and burning in the bad old way. But the 
occupation of Thrace by a Turkish Army would 
have a far graver significance for the Allies 
than would be caused merely by a recrudescence 
of these local animosities. 

We do not at present agree with the pro- 
posal which is being put forward from various 
quarters that Parliament should at once be 
called together. It is, however, clear that the 
situation at any moment may assume propor- 
tions which would render that step im- 
perative. Kemal is said to have summoned 
several members at the Angora Assembly - to. 
Smyrna for consultation on the Allied invitation. 
and it seems improbable that he will give it 
a final reply until after he has learned, through 
them, the exact state of mind of his followers. 

He must, indeed, feel that the choice before 
him is weighted with heavy responsibilities. 
the Allies have made him large and liberal 
offers, bnt it is only necessary to glance at the 
text of the invitation to see that they are 
strictly conditional offers.

Reports have been. received in. London of the 
massing of Turkish diyisions at Ismid (out- 
side the neutral gone on the Asiatic shore of 
the Bosphorus).

Kemal. declares his 
ignorance of what the neutral zone is. 

The situation that has arisen is regarded in 
official circles as being one: of considerable 
gravity, and the suggestion is made that Kemal 
is endeavouring to gain time while his troo 
move up towards the neutral zones, both in the 
Iemid area and the Chanak area. The sone 
between Ismid and Constantinople has for a 
long time been regarded as neutral. No news 
has come to hand of the actual erossing of the 
zone boundary in the Ismid area, but, generally 
speaking, the movements of the Turkish troops 
are regarded as not a little sinister. 

As to Kemal’s aliegations about demolition by 
the British troops, the only demolition on a 
considerable scale was carried out as an Allied 
measure as far back as 1920. Recently, a few | 
huts have been removed for purely military pur- 
poses, but there has been no such demolition 
as Kemal seems to imply. 


ITALIANS WITHDRAW. 


News from Rome of ‘the withdrawal of the 
comparatively small lialian force from Con- 
stantinople came as a surprise to Government 
officials. 

The situation in regard to the Greek Army 
is still very obscure, but it is thought that if 
the Greek troops show any effective revival, 
they may constitute a serious factor for Mus- 
tapha Kemal’s forces.

The President declared that what he had 
said was that if they had gone too far they 
should be shown where they had done so, and 
the same applied if they had not gone far 
enough.

Mr. O’Shannon said that every member on 
his side was free to vote as he liked on these 
questions. The impression he had got was that 
when the President got up and said “ this 
thing must be done,” the majority of the Dail 
exercised no judgment at all and voted straight. 
(Laughter.) : 

General Mulcahy stated that from every 
oint of view they felt it would be wrong to 
ind themselves by such a clause as this, or 
to do what, perhaps, it might he much more 
likely to do, to open up avenues for them that 
they might seek to use to inflict fairly drastic 
punishment on these people, whom they ro 
doubt were out to punish at the present time. 
They had their own intentions with regard to 
the length that they wished to go in deafing 
with this matter, and it would be much more 
advisable to leave them to these intentions at 
present than that they might be invited to 
consider this, that, or the other thing about 
maraudings and the violation of these other 
rules which were very definitely punishable Ly 
death by the consent and approval of the high 
contracting parties who had made Europe the 
Europe it was to-day. 

The amendment was lost. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis moved an amendment to 
the effect that the punishment of death be not 
executed except for offences set out in sections 

and 3, and that no such sentence be 
executed except on the counter-signature of the 
President with the consent of the Ministry. 
The amendment further dealt with the holding 
of military courts in areas in which civil courts 
were not operating. 

General Mulcahy said that if a prisoner com- 
mitted an offence in a certain area, and then 
cleared out of that area, it might be absolutely 
necessary to bring him back to the origina] 
area to deal with it. 

The President stated that one of the cases 
that had come before his notice was the de- 
struction of water supplies. That was destruc- 
tion of property, but it was much more than 
that, and would merit the death penalty, for 
it affected great numbers of people and great 
suffering, and,. perhaps, death. He would not 
agree to exclude No. 2 in that case. 

General Muleahy expressed the opinion that 
it was unnecessary to bring certain cases before 
the whole Ministry. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy declared, amid laughter, 
that he would prefer to leave sentences of execu- 
tion in the hands of the Army Council than in 
those of the Ministry. 


ORDERS BEFORE HOUSE. 


Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., stated that he under- 
stood the President to say on the previous night 
that the Ministry were prepared to confine the 
death penalty to offences set out in Clauses 1, 
2, and 3. He would be satisfied to leave the 
justice of the sentences in the hands of the 
Commander-in-Chief or the Minister of Defence. 
He was satisfied that all new orders and regula- 
tions should be laid before the Dail, and that 
they could see what penalty was to be inflicted. 
That seemed to him to preserve their authority. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis suggested that, instead of 
the death sentence being signed by the Presi- 
dent, it should be signed by two members of 
the Army Council. | 

Thie was agreed to, and the amendment was 
carried. 

Mr. O'Higgins, replying to a further 
posal of amendment made by Mr. Figgis, 
in¢ with the transfer of prisoners from one 
aren to another, said that civil couris of a 
kind would be set up rapidly all over the 
country, but they would not deal with such 
offences, which would be dealt with by the 
military. 

The amendment was rejected. 

Mr, Gavan Duffy, in pressing an amendment 
with reference to the deportation regulation, 
said that they had not any explanation of the 
necessity for it. It was strange for the Free 
“State, before it was born, to start colonising. 
it was obviously wrong to send Irishmen in 
captivity to some island in some latitude that 
they knew not, and under what flag they knew 
not. They must have some very good reason 
from the military for that, and he did not know 
what reason would be good enough to justify it. 


MYSTERIOUS ISLAND. 


It was proposed to give the military power 

to deport prisoners, and all they were told was 
that they were in negotiation for the acquisition 
of an island. That was not sufficient informa- 
tion. They should be told where this island 
was. 
The Minister of Home Affairs opposed the 
amendment, and said that Mr. Gavan ufiy 
had only just returned to this country a skort 
time ago, and was apparently without know- 
ledge’ or experience of what had taken p.ace 
in the country for some time back. 

He did not remember, for instance, what had 
taken place at Dundalk, where there was a 
large concentration of prisoners. Those prisoners 
were released, and it took a whole lot of timo 
and the loss of some valuable lives before that 
particular area was again brought. under the 
effective control: of the Government forces, 

The bald fact was that a large concentration 
of prisoners within the country was a menace, 
a large concentration of prisoners in or rear 
Dublin was a menace to the seat of Govern- 
ment, and to the capital of the country. There 
were more arms in the possession of the 
irregulars than they had men to use them, and 
an escape or release on a large scale and the 
sudden arming of these prisoners would very 
materially affect the military position; that 
was as it seemed to a layman, for his career 
in the Army had been very short and very 
brilliant. (Laughter.) 

As to the island--granted that there was an 
island—he did not see that it made very much 
difference where it was. If it were a peninsula 
or neck of land it might be supposed to give 
rise to sentimental thought. But granted that 
it was an island he thonght it did not matter 
whether it was 3 or 5 or 70 miles from the 
coast. 

The amendment was lost. 


PRISONERS OF WAR, 


Mr. Gavan Duffy moved as an amendment 
' that the words be added to Clause 3, section 
(¢):—** Provided that every such prisoner siiall 

considered and treated as a prisoner of 
wa! 

He said that there was good authority for 
the proposal, though not aithority binding 
on that House. An International Conference 
had been held at. Geneva last year, which 
had been attended by some fifty different 
countries, who were represented by delegates 
of distinction and eminence, and a ~ertain 
resolution had been passed after certain ques- 
tions had been examined by a special com- 
mittee. 

One of those questions was the question of 
the treatment of prisoners detained as political 
suspects in times of civil war, and the 
opinion was that such prisoners should be 
in accordance with the principles of the- Hague 
Convention of 1907. It was clearly ised 
that both classes, soldiers and civil persons, 
should be treated as prisoners' of war. 

He would demand that the prisoner that had 
been taken should be so treated, but he thought 
it was important that there should be a dis- 
tinct clause governing their status and govern- 
ing the treatment of prisoners of war. 

lf they were to say that these people were 
rebels and outlaws, they had that expression 
of mternational opinion which said quite clearly 
that prisoners in the position of the irregulars 
in that country should be treated as prisoners 
of war. 


DRASTIC, BUT JUST, 


“ Prisoner of war” treatment was drastic 
treatment, but it was just. That it was drastic 
nobody knew better than the Minister for 
Defence, but it was under a definite code. He 
hoped that the Government would keep them- 
selves right in that matter. 

Dr. McCartan said that he would support the 
amendment. He said that at the time when 
those who opposed the Government were in pos- 
session of the Four Courts, they held the largest 
portion of the Free State, and the Government 
troops had to advance mile by mile to take that 
territory. Why not recognise the men they 
had taken as prisoners of war? 

They would have to recognise them as pri- 
soners of war sooner or later, and the sooner 
the: better. Looking back a few months, when 
they were dealing with the English, and the 
English did not want to treat them as prisoners 
of war, but as murderers and criminals, the 
arch murderer was Dick Muleahy. 

If men were executed for ambushing, and it 
was wrong when the English were there, it was 
wrong now. If there were to be execuiions for 
ambushes, Dick Mulcahy, who ordered am- 
bushes, should be the first man to be executed. 
The back-bone of the irregulars were volunteers, 
soldiers of the Republic. They (the members 
ef the Dail, were the rebels, these others were 
the patriots. 

He (the speaker) swallowed his oath when he 
voted for the Treaty, and every one of them 
who voted for the aty swallowed his oath. 
(Ministerial laughter.) Let them not disguise 
that fact, and take refuge behind de 
Valera’s interpretation of his oath.- These men 
fought well for Ireland, and deserved well of 
Ireland, and should get consideration from their 
old comrades in that House.

INSHORE FISHERIES, 


Mr. O'Callaghan also asked the Minister for 
Agriculture what steps the Government in- 
tended to take to protect the inshdre fisheries 
on the east and south-east coasts of Ireland. 

Mr. O'Higgins, for the Minister for Agricul- 
ture, replied that in the opinion of the Govern- 
ment, the observance of the existing by-laws 
should afford ample protection to the fisheries 
in question. It was, however, open to persons 
interested in the inshore fisheries to submit for 
consideration their views as to the need for 
alterations in the present regulations, should 
they consider such to be desirable.

He asked them to make it as easy for them to 
climb down as possible. It would be no sign of 
weakness on the part of the Government to call 
a truce. 

Mr. de Roiste mentioned that certain deputa- 
tions approached him in Cork, and said that if 
the road was made easy certain companies of 
the irregulars were prepared to recognise the

Major-General McKeon said that no one in. 
Ireland was more prepared than he wae to give 
a ladder to these men if he thought it would 
have the desired effect.

SCUTTLING ATTEMPT 
FOILED. 


KINGSTOWN HARBOUR 
OUTRAGE. 


-“ 


Late on Wednesday night an attempt was 
made to scuttle the Irish Lights steamer Alex- 
andra, which is moored in Kingstown Harbour. 

At about half-past ten o'clock twelve armed 
men boarded the steamer from a rowing boat, 
and intimidated the’eight members of the crew 
whom they found on board. The raiders ordered 
the sailors aft and kept them under cover of 
revolvers. 

The leader then ordered the engineer to open 
the seacocks, as it was the raiders’ intention to 
scuttle the ship. The leader added that he had 
orders to do it and “that the time had come 
to do it.” 

The engineer refused to do the leader's 
bidding, but the raiders themselves opened the 
valves. The whole party, including the crew, 
then rowed to the East Pier. The raiders took 
off two boxes of detonators, one of which they 
threw into the sea. When they got to the 
pier the raiders released the ship’s crew, but 
ordered them not to move from the place for 
an hour and a-half. 

The officer on board a British destroyer lying 
some four hundred yards from the Alexandra 
noticed that the vessel was settling down and 
raised the alarm. Engineers went on board 
and closed the sea cocks. Four feet of water 
had collected in the hold, but this was pumped 
out, and the vessel is little the worse, 

It is stated that the men were able to get 
to the Alexandra without raising suspicion by 
pretending-that they were fishing.

LIGHTNING DESCENTS IN KERRY. 


(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
TRALEE, Monday. 

Lightning descents by small parties of the 
national troops on districts known to be fre- 
quented by the irregulars from time to time 
have been carried out of late in this area with 
much success. 

Early this morning a party of the Ist Western 
Division paid a surprise visit to Doon, a district 
about four miles from Tralee. Entering some 
houses they discovered several irregulars in bed. 
These surrendered immediately to the troops. 
It is announced that in all ‘fourteen active 
irregulars were taken, and, in addition, seven 
rifles, 2 Lewis gun magazines, a quantity of 
bombs, a prismatic compass, and a revolver.”’ 

A fatal accidental shooting is reported from 
Killorglin, the victim being Volunteer J. Looney, 
of Farranfore. It occurred in the guardroom 
of the local barracks, where a rifle was acci- 
dentally discharged by a comrade of the dead 
volunteer. He had a good war record, his last 
QPersement having been that of Kenmare.

“THE ONLY HOPE.” 


The serious position jn the coalfields of the 
country is to be discussed by the Executive of 
the Miners’ Federation in London next Wed- 
nesday, and a meeting of the National Board, 
representing both cwners and men, has been 
summoned for the following day. 

The situation is one of the most critical in 
the history of the industry. In many districts 
men ate working only three or four days @ 
week; in other areas pits are closed, and miners 
have been compelled to sell their homes, in 
order to provide the necessaries of life. 

Hundreds of summonses have been taken out 
for arrears of rent, which the men simply 
cannot afford to pay. ' 

Mr. W. Straker, Secretary of the Northum- 
berland Miners’ Federation, stated, in an inter- 
view :—“* The conditions are extremely bad, and 
the only hope of improvement lies in the direc- 
tion of a restoration of our foreign trade.”

DEPUTATION TO NORTHERN 
LABOUR MINISTER. 


The Minister of Labour, Northern Ireland 
(Right Hon. J. .M. Andrews), has consented 
to receive a deputation from the Belfast Dis- 
irict Committee of the Engineering and Ship- 
building Trades Federation, for the purpose of 
discussing matters felative to unemployment 
benefit, but more particularly the grave situa- 
tion which, it is believed, will be bound to ensue 
as .a consequence of the stoppage of pay- 
ments. ' 

It is understood that the main feature at- 
taching to the attitude taken up by the Fed- 
eration is, that although the Northern Parlia- 
ment is in the main following on the lines of 
legislation adopted by the Imperial Parliament, 
the position here is entirely different to 
that which prevails in England. This is «hiefly 
due to the fact that the English Poor Law 
Boards are directly dealing with distress ¢ n- 
sequent on unemployment and relieving neces- 
sitous cases on the basis of outdoor relief. This 
principle does not obtain in Northern Ireland. 

This very important matter has also been dis- 
cussed by the Amalgamated Engineering Union, 
and keen disappointment is expres locally 
at the existing state of affairs. In all pro- 
bability the A.E.U. will determine upon a 
similar line of action to that adopted by the 
agmoering and Shipbuilding Trades Federa- 
tion, and either join with that body in waiting 
tas the Labour Minister or seek 'a separate 
interview.

APPOINTMENTS CRITICISED.

They were very proud of the work of the 
Ulster Division in the war, yet out of the men 
of that division they could not find one man fit 
to be placed at the head of that little police 
force of 3.000 men. (“Shame.”) They wanted 
to be loyal, but their loyalty was being strained. 
(Hear, hear.) They wanted to be loyal to Sir 
James Craig. (Dissent.) They were loyal to 
Ulster, but they were to blame themeelves. 
They returned the men. But the time would 
soon come when they would be able to separate 
the sheer from the goats. (Cheers.)

THE COST OF LIVING, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—I see a suggestion put forward in tos 
day’s issue by Mr. T. M. O'Callaghan asking the 
Free State Government to provide in Dublin “ a 
public market where meat, vegetables, etc., 
could bé purchased.’”” We have here in Belfast 
a public market—run by the Corporation— 
where the public can buy meat, vegetables, fish, 
poultry, eggs, butter, fruit, plants, and many 
other necessaries at prices averaging about 
% under the prices that we have to pay in 
shops in the better class districts. Of course all 
transactions are for cash. My wife goes at least 
once a week and purchases meat for four or 
five days, and vegetables, fruit and eggs to last 
about the same time. We have worked it out 
that at least 12s. is saved every week at a cost 
of fourpence in tramfare and the trouble of 
carrying the goods two hundred yards to the 
tram. 

I saw an advertisement for coal in your paper 
some time back, and, compared with Belfast, 
the prices are 10s, per ion less.| One wonders 
why some attempt is not made to break the 
powerful coal rings which have resulted in 
such high prices. Anybody with a knowledge of 
freights, coal prices at the pit head, in addition 
to local cartage rates, knows that 55s. (cash) a 
ton is ridiculous for Belfast. 

It may be presumed that the. Belfast Cor- 
poration is at no loss in the running of the 
local markets, and their popularity may be 
gauged by the fact that the markets are 
crowded with purchasers, and one can hear the 
keen bargaining that is the usual way of busi- 
ness here.

THE CIVIC GUARD. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Strx,—Most of the criticism directed against 
the proposal of. the Government to make loca! 
bodies responsible for the cost of ‘ malicious 
injuries’ seems to me wide of the mark; but 
there is one point in connection with this 
matter that ought to be raised at once, It will 
be most unjust to hold the local authorities 
responsible unless they are given some share in 
the control of the Civic Guard, The great flaw 
in the law of malicious injury in Ireland has 
always been that the local bodies, though they 
were made financially responsible for the results 
of crime and disorder, had no control whatever 
over the only body competent to prevent and 
investigate crime—the police. It will be a 
we scandal if this Injustice ig continued under 
he new regime. 

There are other reasons also why county and 
town councils ought to have a voice in the 
control and management of the police in their 
areas. Local by-laws, such as those restricting 
the speed of motor cars in towns, encroachment 
on roads by street-traders. & grin of cinemas 
and theatres, ete., require the co-operation of 
the police if they are to be made effective; and 
therefore there ought to be some system of 
joint control by representatives of both the 
central Government and the local authorities. 
I am not pleading for any such system of 
locally-managed police forces as exists in some 
other countries; but the rigidly centralised con- 
trol of the old R.1.C. is not a good model for 
imitation either. It tended to make the general 
body of citizens feel that the preservation of 
law and order was the business of the ice 
only, and that they had no responsibilities in 
the matter. This, I need hardly say, is a most 
unwholesome frame of mind, and one out of 
which a proper civic spirit hardly can be ex-

We then 
drew up a statement of the laws which are 
being infringed and gave evi ence of the in- 
fringement. : 

A Commission was actually appointed to en- 
quire into these abuses a to suggest a 
remedy; but a new election took place and 
nothing has been heard of the Commission since. 
At the last meeting of our Executive a resolu- 
tion was adopted urging that the hours for sale 
be 9 a.m, to 9 p.m. all over the country. This 
resolution has been sent to several Ministers ahd 
members of the Dail. '“ Sean’s ” statement that 
new licences are being freely granted is a grave 
scandal, as the Act of 1902; which was passed 
under agreement between the “ trade ” and the 
Temperance Party, stopped issues of all new 
licences, except to a house that was licensed in 


1902.
